orating effects of the fumes of 

boiling sugar cane juices. 

When complete, the plant will 
be the most modern, efficient 
and compact facility of its kind 
in the world. It will have a cap- 
acity of 7,000 tons of sugar cane 
a day. Built to stand up under 
extreme weather conditions, the 
plant was designed to withstand 
winds up to 200 miles per hour. 

The mill will operate only 
three months per year — one 
month for each of the three 
crop seasons. 

In connection with the sugar 
facility, Florida Steel Corpora- 
tion, of Jacksonville and Tampa, 
is fabricating a bagasse plant 
for recovery of by-products 
from cane fibers after the juice 
has been crushed from them.

Case Wehlberg, International 
Contact committee chairman, 
presented to Rotary Friday 
John F. Van Breeman a sugar- 
cane agronomist whose profes- 
sional work has carried him 
from the canefields of the south 
west Pacific thru Africa and to 
the Caribbean. 

Mr. Van Breeman has recent- 
ly spent three years in Ruanda 
and Burundi as a sugar cane 
agronomist and told Rotarians 
the interesting history of these 
new nations and with slides ac- 
quainted his audience with high 
lights of their physical appear- 
ance, 

Mr, Breeman said: “Ruandi 
and Brundi, formerly a German 
colony, came under Belgian 
rule, as a U. N. trusteeship af- 
ter World War II, and have now 
become new nations. 

The two countries are situat- 
ed in Central Africa bordering 
the Congo, Uganda and Tany- 
anyika, Most of the country is 
hilly or mountanous, forming 
the watershed between the 
Congo river on one side and the 
Nile on the other. 

Before the “Do-Gooders” 
dressed these new nations in 
long pants as substitutes for 
diapers of self-government, the 
Watusis, whose average height 


“percent of the population (Ba- 
hutus) for workers, The one per- 
cent of the five million popula- 
tion that are pygmies, were used 
by the Watusis as body guards. 

Making these two states re- 
spectable nations disturbed the 
entire lives of everyone: The 
Bahuti Tribe chased the Watusis 
out from their 500-year old cı 
toms in the 20,000 square mile 
territory. 

They weren't ready to return 
to the Upper Nile from where 
they migrated more than 500 
years before. 

“Not only is the country over- 
populated but it also carries too 
many cattle (9 million head).
